workers of the United States will be 
taken by 
the individual 
unions af­ 
fected by Railroad Labor Board wage 
reductions, recently ordered and pend­ 
ing, it was decided at a conference of 
union leaders here yesterday. 
The vote in each organization will 
be returnable within 30 days 
after 
the Board announces a w^ge cut for 
that class of employees, the vote of 
the shop crafts, whose reduction was 
ordered by the Board yesterday, being 
returnable June 30. 
The decision to call the strike votes 
constituted 
merely a formal 
agree­ 
ment of the heads of ll labor organ­ 
izations, all of which were included 
in recent wage reduction hearings 
before the Labor Board. 
Reductions 
for seven of these organizations have 
already been announced by the Board, 
effective July I, and decisions on the 
others are pending. 
Jewel] Presided 
The morning session of the confer­ 
ence, presided over by B 
M. Jewell, 
president of the Railway Employees’ 
Department of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor, was consumed mainly 
in explanation of the laws governing 
strike votes in each organization. Al­ 
though the laws of several of the or­ 
ganizations provide that the general 
committee can pass on such matters 
with or without recommendation, it 
was decided in every instance to re­ 
fer the matter of accepting the board’s 
latest wage cut to the membership di­ 
rect. 
“These general committees can ac­ 
cept a wage cut, but they may not 
reject one,’* said Mr. Jewell. “It was 
decided that taking 
the matter 
up 
with the general committees 
would 
be a waste of time; therefore, it was 
decided to submit the matter directly 
to the men.” 
It was agreed to hasten the vote as 
much as possible, and in the case* of 
the shop crafts, thfe vote was 
made 
returnable in 24 days. 
Another meeting of the rail labor 
conference was held yesterday after­ 
noon, but, according to Mr. 
Jewell, 
there was little more that the confer­ 
ence could do.

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Barlow replied, “I will live to whip! 
you yet." 
This prophecy was ful­ 
filled at Spotsylvania in 1864, in the 
campaign 
between the 
Wilderness 
and Richmond, declared the speaker. 
The enemy at this time was back of 
the earthworks, against which Gen­ 
eral Barlow 
massed 
his division, 
forty lines deep, in the middle of the 
night. 
Orders were given that not 
a shot was to be fired until they 
were within the enemy’s lines. 
To 
make this order certain, every sol­ 
dier was ordered to take the cap off 
his gun. 
' 
At 
dawn 
the division 
moved 
against the 
line and 
charged with 
bayonets. 
Four thousand prisoners, 
twenty seven pieces of artillery and 
two general officers were captured. 
“This particular section of the Con­ 
federate army was a part of Early’s 
command, 
which 
had overwhelmed 
Barlow' at Gettysburg.” 
For 
that 
battle, he was given the rank of Ma­ 
jor-General and later placed in com­ 
mand of a division. 
“Under the most 
depressing cir­ 
cumstances, he 
was never without 
hope, or displayed the least fear, al­ 
ways aggressive, with an earnestness 
of purpose and a splendid honesty in 
the discharge of all his duties” 
is 
the way in which General Miles de­ 
scribed the man in whose honor this 
monument 
was dedicated. 
“Such 
men are needed today as badly as 
ever, on thqm the life of the Repub­ 
lic depends. 
We honor ourselves in 
honoring a real hero.” 
Colonel George W. 
Burleigh, of 
the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, United 
States Army and State Judge Advo­ 
cate of the New York National Guard, 
was introduced by Colonel Stegman, 
as the representative of the Adjutant 
General of the 
State, who is now 
overseas. 
In his address, 
Colonel 
Burleigh called attention to the fact 
that this 
is the eighth 
New York 
General who has 
been honored on 
this battlefield. 
He declared that he 
felt in some way bound to the forces 
that had contended on the field, as 
the old 83rd 
New York 
Volunteer 
regiment was later the Ninth 
New 
York militia, 
of which 
he was in 
command during their training per­ 
iod before 
going overseas in 
the 
World War. 
Colonel Burleigh touched tne key­ 
note of the feeling on this occasion 
when ho declare4 that “it is our duty 
to see that the foreigner, 
coming 
to these shores, is at once taught the 
application and 
obedience 
to 
our 
laws, that he is made welcome and 
instructed in the meaning and pur­ 
pose of our 
form of government. 
There is no place here for Bolshev­ 
ism or any of the other isms. These 
were stamped out at Vicksburg and 
Gettysburg and the support of pos­ 
terity 
is brought 
to raise 
these 
monuments as a pointer to the prin­ 
ciples for 
which this 
government 
stands. ” 
The address prepared by Colonel 
E. B. Cope, 
accepting the monu­ 
ment in behalf of the United States, 
which was only done informally on 
account of the sudden shower 
of 
rain, which put an end to the exer­ 
cises, follows in full: 
“At the dedication of the Reynolds 
Statue on the First Day’s Battlefield 
General Chamberlain said: “I honor, 
any State that honors her Soldiers.” 
New York has always honored 
her 
soldiers. 
“This Statue, dedicated today, 
is 
one of the many beautiful and sub­ 
stantial evidences of that fact. 
Al­ 
most losing, his life in defending this 
hill, the Right-flank of the line 
of 
battle, General Barlow lay on 
this 
ground badly wounded 
near death, 
but 
he 
was 
saved 
by the tender 
nursing of his 
devoted wife, 
who, 
fortunately was near and was brought 
through the Confederate lines to his 
side. 
“This fine 
Statue is 
a splendid 
tribute to his memory and will 
be 
preserved and protected for all time. 
“On behalf of the United States, 
it is with pleasure that I receive this 
Statue 
erected 
to 
Major 
General 
Francis C. 
Barlow’, 
for perpetual 
care and preservation.”
